Hot and dusty and wringing wet 
w ith prespiration, the men of Com­ 
panies I., K ., L. and M., comprising 
the T hird B attalion of the Fourth 
United States 
Regular Infantry in 
command of M ajor John F. C. Tillson, | 
eh route back 
to Ft. Thomas, Ky., 
from Ft. Benjamin Harrison, reached 
this city at 12 : #0 today and went into 
cauii) on the vacant ground west of 
the L. K & W. depot. 
They w ill re­ 
m ain here u n til <»: 80 Tuesday morning, 
when they will march through the 
city and leave for Anderson vl lie. 
At fi: 80 this m orning the command 
broke 
©amp 
at 
M orristown 
and 
inarched 
to the 
farm of John K. 
Oowdv, oc( upieri by Mr. and Mr- 
Robert New kirk, six mil s west of 
this city, halting at G w yim etille and 
a t Beaver Meadow school fiouse. 
A 
halt of one hour was made at the 
Gowdy farm. 
A nticipating the weariness, thirst 
and hunger of the soldiers, Captain 
Gowdy had provided for their welfare 
during their stay at his place. 
He had caused to be made six hun­ 
dred ham sandwiches, four tubs full 
of lemonade, and a big pot of coffee, 
provided several boxes of cigars and 
big sacks of apples. 
A num ber of 
ladies in the neighborhood, including 
Mrs. 
W illiam 
Gowdv, Mrs. Louis 
Gowdy, Mrs. James Posey and daugh­ 
ter, the Misses Lawrence, Miss Megee, 
Miss Anna Shephard, Mrs. Louis Bag- 
ley, Miss Lena Havens, Mrs. Galimore 
and Mrs. Oral Adams, were present 
to assist Mrs. New kirk and Oliver 
StifHer, the well known chef, in dis­ 
pensing the food to the soldiers. 
Mrs. Newkirk had 
decorated the 
trees on tlie law n and the front of the 
house in flags and bunting. 
In the 
center of the veranda, was the word 
“ W elcome,'’ which made the soldiers’ 
hearts glad. 
A big tank of water had been provid­ 
ed for the houses and mules. 
At 9:B0 I. company, the advance 
guard, in command of Lieut. Ball, ar 
fived at the house, Stacked arms at 
the side of the road and dropped into 
the shade ill front of the house. 
Each 
man was given a tin cup lull of ice 
water. 
Ten m inutes later the main column, I 
headed 
bv 
Major Tillson, Captain 
Switxer, 
Captain 
Jarvis, Chaplain 
lln n ter and other officers came up. 
('apt. Gowdy removed Ins bat ««and 
greeted Major Tillson coldtally. 
The 
officers watered their horses and dis­ 
mounted, their mounts being led away 
to the barn lot. 
Qapt Gowdy ushered 
them to the lawn an I introduced them 
to the ladies. 
The various companies 
in command halted at the side of the 
road, stacked arms and marched to the 
lawn. 
Kach man was provided w ith 
sandwiches, lemonade and apples, and 
cigars were distributed among the offi­ 
cers in addition to the other refresh­ 
ments. 
Frank Wallace, photographer, took 
several views of the scene, the officers 
and Captain Gowdy and M ajor Till- 
sou. 
The regim ental band of twenty 
pieces, was brought up cm the lawn in 
tro u t of the hou-e, and treated Mr. 
Gowdy and there present to a sere­ 
nade. 
»The way the soldiers went after the 
lemonade and sandwiches was a eau- 
tion. 
“ I'm a fraid ,” said Major Ti 11- 
son to Mr. Gowdy, “ that you will 
think that I have an enormous eom- 
maud from the rate that these tilings 
are 
d isapjiea rin g .”

“ Say fellow s.“ said one soldier in 
the line, biting into a sandwich and 
jerking his thum b over his shoudler 
in the direction

Gowdy,

This cer­ 
tainty looks good to me ami it tastes 
good, too. 
I wouldn’t mind staving 
w ith him all d ay .” 
Several of the officers with tlfhir not 


dogs w’ere seated about the house. 
The officers were feeding the dogs, 
and seeing to it that they got their 
share. 
“ Even the dogs w ill be glad 
to come back here,” said Chaplain 
H nnter as he swallowed a cupful of 
lemonade. 
“ I don’t know w hat Capt. Gow dy’s 
politics a re ,” said Captain Switzer, 
“ I ’m a Democrat, bnt if he’s a candi­ 
date for anything I w ill voi© for him 
and I ’m sure all the men in the com­ 
mand w ill do the same. 
Mr. Gowdy 
is the best man in In d ian a.” 
Among the numbers rendered by the 
band were the m arch, “ Veni, Vidi, 
V ici,” the march, 
“ Wireless 
D is­ 
patch,” and the march, “ The Flying 
Squadron.” 
A t the close 
of 
each 
number the band 
was heartily ap­ 
plauded, 
Capt. 
Gowdy, 
leading. 
Finally tho band struck up, “ M arch­

Captain 
Gowdy jumped to his feet, doffed his 
hat and exclaimed “ Good.” 
At the 
close of the piece he drowned oat 
everyone else with his hand clapping.

Spangled B anner,” during the rendi­ 
tion of w hich each soldier stood at hh- 
lnfo and each officer sto id w ith uncov­ 
ered head. 
Captain Gowdy ami Major Tillson 
sat for 
sometime in 
conversation. 
Finally the Major ordered the com ­ 
mand to “ fall in ” and .the officers su r­ 
rounded Mr. Gowdy and thanked him 
heartily for his generosity.

you very much for your kindness to 
us. Mr. G ow dy,’’ said M ajor Tillson. 
“ We appreciate it deeply.” 
“ Major, I love a soldier,” was Capt. 
Gowdy’a reply and his eyes moistened 
and his voice trembled. 
As the troops marched away, Cap 
tain Gowdy stood in the road, bid the 
men good-bye ami called to Major 
Tillson, “ Major, remember if you ever 
pass through here again, you are to 
camp here over night. 
You can estab­ 
lish your headquarters on the front 
lawn?. ’ 
M ajor Tillson gave his prom - 
ise to 
stop with Mr. Gowdy over 
night. 
At l o’clock this afternoon Major 
Tillson and Cajit. Gowdy made a for­ 
mal call upon Congressman Watson. 
Major Tillson was driven about the 
city in Mr. Gowdy’« coupe. 
The march to this city has been an 
uneventful one, save that there were 
three calls for the ambulance Sunday 
and that it was twice filled today. 
Owing to the fact that the weather is 
not as warm as in July, the men are 
standing the trip better. 
However, 


11 to new gravel on the roads gives them 
trouble and w ill make many of them 
footsore before the march 
is over. 
The men are all anxious to get bat k to 
F t Thomas for target practice. 
Two males t^caped from the oatnp 
at M orristown last.night and "struck 
ou t” for Ft. Thomas. 
The progress 
was entirely too slow for them. 
They 
were overtaken by a soldier, however, 
and returned to their harness. 
Private James Moore, ofjl eompanv, 
who was stricken J,with apjiendiciti# 
and operated ojHin at Ft. Harrison, 
died ¡Saturday. 
His hotly was shipped 
to Springfield. 111. 
“ Our stay at Ft. Harrison has been 
a pleasant and profitable one,” said 
Major Tillson 
“ The men, however, 
are glad to be on their way to Ft. 
Thomas. 
The men

they like adventure.

If trouhlo| should break out * 
in Cuba now every man would want a j 
transfer to tlie regim ent that would be j 
sent th ere.” 
Major Tillson has two horses, one 
“ Mollie. ” autl another called *4 Jack. 
He lias had both for a number of years. 
They are very intelligent and seem to 
understand everything he says. 
“ Mol- 
iie” seems to feel th at she is better 
than the other horses of the command 
and she occasionally kicks when any 
of them approach her.. 
“ Bob,” the M ajor’s brown pointer, ! 
was left at Ft. Harrison by accident, 
anti his absence was not discovered 
until the command was well upon its 
march. 
A soldier was sent back after 
him and he was placed on one of the 
wagons. 
“ Snow ball,” alias “ K astus,” Major 
Tillson’s negro “ fluky, 
w ho marched 
all the wav from Ft. Thomas to Ft. 
Harrison, deserted the command at 
tie* latter I lace togteher w ith $3-of an 
officer's money.

Charged 
With 


Assaulting Chief of Po 


lice Price 


As the result of trouble between 
Chief of 
Police W illiam Price and 
James B arrett, proprietor of the E x­ 
change Bar, on West Second street, 
about 8 o’clock Saturday night, the 
latter was in court this m orning on the 
charge of assaulting an officer. 
The 
trouble between the two seems to have 
started throngh a m isunderstanding 
and the prevailing opinion is that tin 
officer was doing his duty at the time 
and was justified in taking Barrett 
to jail. 
The stories of the affair given bj 
the participants and the bystanders 
differ m aterially and there has been 
considerable discussion over the iuci 
dent since Saturday night. 
Policeman Price says that B arrett’* 
alleged attack was unw arranted and 
B arrett makes the same charge against 
tbe officer. 
" I was walking dowm the street, 
said Officer Price, “ and as I passed th* 
saloon, noticed a woman standing a< 
the entrance to the sidedoor. 
She w»;^ 
looking into ti»© saloon as if searching 
for some one. 
1 did not recognize hei 
and thought that it was some lady 
ooking for her husband, who, per 
haps, was inside spending money that 
he ought not to. 
I stepped up to her 
and asked her if she was looking foi 
some one. 
She replied that she wa.- 
looking for her husband, Mr. Barrett 
I saw then that it was Mrs. Barrett 
and I excused myself and walked oi 
down til© street. 
When I came back 
Barrett was standing in front of th* 
saloon talking to his wife. 
I took m 
particular notice of them and walk©«, 
on. 
I had passed the saloon when 1 
heard some one call. 
I turned round 
and B arrett came up to me, demanding 
to know what I had said to his wife, 
what right I had to ask her who sh< 
was looking for and what right hod 
I to be interfering w ith his business 
I replied that I was an officer, thatfl 
had the right to ask the lady w ho sh* 
was looking for, that I was not inter 
feriug w ith his business ami wouh 
not interfere with it as long as he ran 
the place according to law. 
I ad led 
that I had the rig h t to go into Ins sa 
loon if I wanted to after anyone that 
I chose, ami as an officer that 1 would 
not take anv more inch talk from 
him. 
I told him th at I meant bnsi 
ness and wonld’not fool w ith him » 
m inute, 
lie was 
cursing 
me 
and 
started to hit me but before he could 
do so I knocked him down w ith m% | 
fist. 
I did not use my mac# or sling 
shot at all. 
I then jumped on to him 
before lie could regain bis feet. 
II* 
kept fighting me and I started to jail j 
w ith him. 
His brother, Eddie, came 
running np, but acted the gentleman 
all the way to the jail. 
On the way 
to the jail B arrett showed fight twice, 
but 1 gave him to understand that £1 
conld not, fool w ith him. 
Several of j 
B arrett’s friends wore following in 
the crowd and I looked for them t o ; 
make an effort to take him a way from 
me and I was determ ined that they • 
should not take him. 
I was forced to 
keep the crowd back on the w ay to 
the jail. 
When we reached the side 
door of the jail, B arrett’s father, Pat 
Barret, came running up ami wedged 
in between us. 
He shouted 
some- 
thing about bis son not having to go 
to ja il and i thought that he wa- 
going to try to take B arrett from me 
I poshed Pat down the steps tw ice and 
when he came up a third time, I wrap 
pod my arm around J im ’s neck and 
dragged him inside the jail, at the 
same time reaching around the prison- < 
er and knocking P at down the steps 
When we were once inside, I allowed 
Jim to go, inform ing him that I would 
file charges against him Monday morn 
ing for assaulting an officer. ” 
“ Sly 
wife was standing 
iu the 
h all,” said Mr B arrett in giving his 
version of the trouble, “ and tiad gone 
back into the 
saloon to get 
some 
change 
for 
her and th# children. 


When I come out she told me that Mr. 
Price came up to her and asked her 
what she was doing there. 
She re­ 
plied ‘I have a right here. 
I ’m Mrs. 
Barrett. * 
I went to Mr. Frice and 
told him that he had no right to isk 
my wife what business she had there. 
He replied ‘I ’m not interfering with 
your business.’ I said 4yon did when 
yon came there and asked my wife 
what she was doing th ere.' 
He said 
von little 
you’re a 
—liar. ’ 
I turned 
back toward the 
saloHti 
and said ‘you’re w orse.’ 
Then he hit 
me, knocked me down and dragged 
me across the street. 
When he had 
me 
down 
beating me, 
my 
wife 
ran 
np 
and 
tried 
to 
posh 
him 
off of me. 
He 
knocked her 
back 
with his arm. 
He had his sling shot 
in his hand at the tim e 
My wife is 
down w ith nervous prostration as a re­ 
sult of the excitement. 
Price look 
me to’jail. 
I was badly stunned and 
did not come to myself 
until we 
reached August R oth’s 
saloon. 
Tiet 
was then striking at the kids and men 
who were following and was trying to I 
keep them away. 
When we reached I 
the jail I asked him what charges he 
had arrested me njxin and he studied 
a "minute and said, ‘assaulting an offi­ 
cer. ’ 
A t the side door of the jail my j 
father, Pat B arrett, came np and said | 
‘You don’t have to go to jail Jim , I'll 
go vour bond.* 
My father was stand­ 
ing on the lower steps at the door and 
Price pushed 
me toward toe door, 
rea bed over ray shoulder ami struck 
my father w ith his sling shot, knock­ 
ing him down. 
Then he unlocked the 
door and pushed me inside and later 
released m e.” 
The stories told by the bystanders 
who saw the fight in front of the saloon 
differ, but the m ajority of them are 
much the same as told by the officer 
Several bystanders deny th at Marshal 
Price struck Mrs. B arrett w ith his 
arm and stated that he merely ] nshed 
her away They state that the marshal 
tore B arrett’s shirt nearly off his back 
during the melee. A crowd of nearly 
t wro handreo people followed the officer j 
and his prisoner to jail and the stories | 
of those who saw tbe Marsh *11 strike I 
Pat Barrett at the jail, coincide in the \ 
statem ent th at B arrett ran in betw’een j 
the marshal and his prisoner and at ! 
tempted to puli his son away from the ; 
officer, at the same tim e exclaiming j 
“ I ’ll go your b a il!’ I ll go your bail ‘ ; 
You don't have to go to j a i l !’ ’ Disin j 
terested parties say that the m arshal j 
pushed the elder B arrett away tw ice \ 
before he struck him. 
Marshal Price filed affidavits against | 
both of th© Barretts, charging James j 
Barrett with assaulting an officer and 
Patrick Parrott with trying to prevent 
an arrest 
Both men were arraigned in 
Mayor Co wing’s court at 8:30 this 
morning and entered pleas of not guilty j 
The c.ises will be heard Friday begin j 
ning at 9 a. tn. 
Marshal Price said this morning that < 


on« reason that his at * ution was direct- * 
ed to the woman standing at the door 1 
of the soioon was t ccause he had under ; 
stoo ! that for several nights women had 1 
been harbored in a room above the sa­ 
loon, and that they had been drinking 
beer there and carousing w ith no n j 
all night 
He bad never been able to 
catch any one upstair*. 
He says that j 
he did not know who Mrs. Barrett was 
and mistook h* r for some woman wh<«. 
was expecting or s* arching for so tin ■ 
one inside, 
Marshal Price, as sheriff of the conn \ 
ty, saw service enongh to learn an ofti ;

to conduct himself, and he thinks that J 
he was doing liis* duty when lie spoke to j 
Mrs. Barrett. 
This morning the Barretts asserted 
that they would file affidavits against ! 
the marshal, but when offered tbe op- j 
{K>rtunity by l> putp Prosecutor Kip- j 
linger, they refused. It is said thatj 
they intend to file a damage suit against 
the marshal.
